Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I am  pleased  to  present  my  report  for  1954  regarding  the 
health  and  sanitary  conditions  of  the  District.  This  is  prepared 
in  accordance  with  statutory  requirements. 

It  will  be  noticed  that  the  population  remains  fairly  station- 
ary. There  has  been  an  increase  in  the  Birth  Rate  and  a 
decrease  in  the  Death  Rate.  The  Infantile  Mortality  Rate  was 
rather  high.  Deaths  from  Cancer  again  reached  a large  figure. 
Fewer  deaths  were  due  to  Heart  and  Circulatory  conditions,  but 
most  of  these  were  at  advanced  ages.  The  year  1954  completes 
nine  successive  years  of  freedom  from  Diphtheria.  The  general 
incidence  of  Infectious  Diseases  was  very  low,  apart  from  several 
cases  of  Measles  and  Whooping  Cough. 

In  conclusion  I wish  to  express  my  gratitude  to  Mr.  Carter, 
Senior  Sanitary  Inspector  and  to  the  additional  Sanitary 
Inspector  for  their  loyality  and  efficiency.  I am  also  grateful 
to  all  other  departments  and  members  of  the  Council  for  their 
helpful  co-operation.

Routine  inspections  of  food  and  food  preparing  premises 
were  carried  out  by  your  Sanitary  Inspectors  who  apply  much 
vigilance  in  the  execution  of  these  duties.

During  1954,  a total  of  160  notifications  of  infectious  diseases 
were  received,  approximately  two-thirds  of  which  were  measles.

VENEREAL  DISEASES. 

The  trend  of  the  enthetic  diseases  is  noticataly  downward. 
The  awareness  of  the  public  generally  has  now  reached  the 
stage  where  they  do  not  conceal  their  infection  so  much  as  in 
former  years,  and  thus  treatment  is  given  earlier.  Modern 
antibiotics  are  so  powerful  that  patients  are  quickly  rendered 
non-infectious  and  this  effect  on  the  spread  of  the  diseases 
is  most  marked. 

Only  six  new  male  and  three  female  cases  were  seen.  One 
late  congenital,  two  gonorrhoea,  and  the  remainder  non-specific 
conditions. 


CANCER. 

There  has  again  been  a notable  increase  in  the  diagnosis 
of  Cancer  of  the  lung  and  bronchus,  which  fact  has  been 
observed  throughout  the  country.  Continued  research  and 
enquiry  are  being  made  with  reference  to  the  cause.

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GERIATKICS. 


The  study  of  the  increasing  longevity  of  the  population  has 
become  an  important  concern  regarding  the  medical  and  socio- 
economic problems  of  the  Public  Health  Service. 

Loneliness  and  idleness  are  the  last  things  which  any  old 
person  should  have  to  suffer. 


Old  people  require  provision  of  hearing  aids  and  spectacles 
if  required,  as  well  as  treatment  for  foot  dlsa.bilities.  In  the 
latter  case,  chiropodists’  services  are  available  in  this  district 
by  arrangement  through  the  Old  People’s  Welfare  Committee  of 
which  your  Medical  Officer  is  a member. 


Much  Other  good  work  is  done  by  other  voluntary 
workers  such  as  the  Women’s  Voluntary  Services  Club,  the  Red 
Cross  and  the  Co-operative  Society’s  Clubs  for  old  people  as 
well  as  the  Marshall’s  Works  Veterans’  Club. 


All  these  are  available  for  those  who  are  able  to  attend. 


Home  visits  are  made  by  volunteers  where  necessary  and 
the  provision  of  “ Home  Help  ” service  is  also  arranged  and 
available  through  the  Lindsey  County  Council. 


During  1954,  no  action  had  to  be  taken  under  Section  47 
of  the  National  Assistance  Act  of  1948. 


SCHOOL  MEDICAL  INSPECTIONS, 


Your  Medical  Officer  is  also  School  Medical  Inspector  and 
Assistant  County  Medical  Officer.  All  schools  in  the  district  were 
inspected  during  the  year.  The  state  of  health,  general  nutrition 
and  cleanliness  of  the  children  was  again  of  an  extremely  high 
standard  and  showed  a vast  improvement  on  the  conditions 
prevailing  in  the  old  days.

TO  THE  CHAIRMAN  AND  MEMBERS  OF 
THE  URBAN  DISTRICT  COUNCIL  OF  GAINSBOROUGH. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  my  eighth  Annual  Report  on 
the  work  of  the  Health  Department  during  the  year.  In  additio'.. 
to  the  normal  routine  duties  of  the  Department,  a considerable 
amount  of  work  was  put  into  the  improving  of  housing  accom- 
modation by  means  of  grants  under  the  Housing  Act,  1949,  which, 
together  with  the  reopening  of  another  slaughterhouse  following 
the  decontrol  of  meat  supplies,  stretched  the  resources  of  the 
Department  to  their  fullest  extent. 

Legislative  changes  affecting  the  work  of  the  Department 
were  as  follows: — 

Housing  Repairs  and  Rents  Act,  1954. 

This  Act  deals  with  provisions  as  to  clearance  and  redevelop- 
ment, reconditioning  of  unfit  houses,  repairs  increase  in  respect 
of  controlled  dwellings  and  amendments  of  the  Housing  and 
Rents  Acts. 

Housing  (Improvement  Grants)  (Expenses)  Regulations,  1954. 

These  regulations,  which  came  into  operation  on  the  21st 
April,  prescribed  limits  within  which  claims  can  be  entertained 
by  local  authorities  without  the  consent  of  the  Minister  as  being 
from  £100  to  £800. 

Housing  Repairs  (Increase  of  Rent)  Regulations,  1954. 

Prescribed  forms  of  notice  and  certificates  of  disrepair  under 
the  Housing  Repairs  and  Rents  Act  1954  and  came  into  operation 
on  30th  August. 

Food  and  Drugs  Amendment  Act,  1954. 

Section  28  provided  for  the  further  restriction  of  private 
slaughterhouses  and  came  into  force  on  the  25th  November. 
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Milk  (Special  Designation)  (Pasteurised  and  Sterilised  Milk) 
(Amendment)  Eegulations,  1953. 

Allowed  milk  to  be  sterilised  in  cans  or  other  containers 
as  well  as  bottles  and  required  pasteurised  milk  containers  to 
have  overlapping  caps  from  1st  October. 

Slaughterhouses  Act,  1954. 

This  Act,  passed  on  5th  July  concerns  slaughterhouse 
facilities,  the  granting  of  licences  therefor  and  compensation 
for  closure  or  refusal  of  a licence. 

Slaughter  of  Animals  (Amendment)  Act,  1954. 

Came  into  operation  on  1st  October  and  relates  to  regulations 
for  securing  humane  conditions,  the  licensing  of  slaughtermen 
and  prescribes  penalties  for  certain  offences. 

Slaughter  of  Animals  (Prevention  of  Cruelty)  (No.  2)  Regulations, 
1954. 

These  regulations  made  under  the  above  i\.ct  were  designed 
to  secure  humane  conditions  and  practices  in  connection  with 
the  slaughter  of  animals  at  slaughterhouses  and  knackers’  yards. 

Slaughter  of  Animals  (Figs)  Act,  1953. 

This  Act,  which  came  into  operation  on  1st  July  provided 
for  the  humane  slaughter  of  all  pigs  exceeding  twelve  weeks  in 
age  in  places  other  than  slaughterhouses  and  knackers’  yards. 

Rag  Flock  and  Other  Filling  Materials  Regulations,  1954. 

Came  into  operation  on  the  3rd  August  and  altered  the 
requirements  of  the  impurities  test  for  certain  types  of  woollen 
felt  and  woollen  mixture  felt. 


FACTORIES  ACTS,  1937  & 1948. 

The  number  of  factories  on  the  register,  including  11  bake- 
houses is  91.  During  the  year,  112  visits  were  paid  to  these 
premises,  which  resulted  in  13  offences  against  the  Act  being 
remedied.  This  work  has  been  facilitated  by  the  ready 
co-operation  which  has  been  extended  at  all  times  by  Her 
Majesty’s  Inspector  for  the  District. 

The  list  of  Outvmrkers  required  to  be  kept  under  Section  110 
of  the  Factories  Act,  1937,  contains  the  names  of  eleven  persons 
resident  in  the  area. 
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The  following  table  in  the  form  required  by  the  Ministry 
of  Labour  and  National  Service,  g.ves  a summary  of  the  work 
undertaken  by  the  Sanitary  Inspectors.

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SMOKE  ABATEMENT. 

Three  complaints  of  the  emission  of  black  smoke  and  gritty 
particles  from  two  factory  chimneys  were  dealt  with  during  the 
year.  Frequent  observations  were  made  and  the  management 
consulted  in  each  case. 

This  work  is  becoming  increasingly  important  as  public 
opinion  now  demands  that  the  air  we  breathe  should  be  as  clean 
as  the  water  we  drink  and  the  food  that  we  eat.

72  visits  of  inspection  were  made  to  the  17  registered 
food  premises  during  the  year. 

It  is  pleasing  to  note  the  increasing  number  of  shopkeeper’s 
who,  realising  the  sales  value  of  hygienic  display,  have  made 
efforts  to  improve  their  premises,  very  often  under  circumstances 
which  do  not  readily  lend  themselves  to  such  alteration.  Stronger 
legislation  is  however  needed  if  we  are  to  bring  the  remaining 
premises  up  to  a really  first  class  standard. 

All  purveyors  of  ice  cream,  were  visited  to  secure  compliance 
with  the  Ice  Cream  (Heat  Treatment)  Regulations  1947-1952. 

Seven  samples  of  ice  cream  were  submitted  to  the  Public 
Health  Laboratory  for  the  Methylene  Blue  test  and  all  were 
classified  Grade  I. 

No  further  educational  activities  were  embarked  upon 
neither  was  any  clean  food  guild  established. 

All  condemned  food  is  disposed  of  by  burial  in  the  Council’s 
controlled  tip. 

Routine  food  inspection  was  carried  out  and  it  was  not 
found  necessary  to  make  special  examinations  of  bulk 
consignments. 

I am  indebted  to  Mr.  G.  Collinson,  D.P.A.,  County  Health 
Inspector,  for  supplying  the  following  details  of  samples  taken 
within  the  Council’s  area  by  the  Lindsey  County  Council  as 
Food  and  Drugs  Authority  under  the  Act. 
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SHOPS  ACT,  1950. 

193  visits  were  paid  during  the  year  to  ensure  compliance 
with  the  provisions  of  the  above  Act  in  relation  to  the  health 
and  comfort  of  shop  workers.  14  contraventions  were  found 
and  remedied  without  recourse  to  formal  action.

MILK  and  DAIRIES. 


There  are  seven  distributors  of  milk  on  the  register  and 
twenty-eight  shops  are  licensed  by  the  Council  for  the  sale  of 
Sterilised  Milk. 

Four  dairies  are  registered  under  the  Milk  and  Dairies 
Regulations,  1949.  The  following  Dealers  licences  were  issued 
during  the  year: — 

Sterilised  28  Tuberculin  Tested  3 

Pasteurised  3 

During  the  year,  9 reports  in  respect  of  Pasteurised  Milk 
and  8 reports  in  respect  of  Tuberculin  Tested  Milk  were  received 
from  the  County  Health  Inspector.  With  the  exception  of  one 
Pasteurised  Milk,  all  were  reported  upon  as  satisfactory. 

Until  the  Ministry  prescribes  areas  in  which  only  Designated 
Milks  may  be  sold  under  the  Food  and  Drugs  (Milk,  Dairies 
and  Artificial  Cream)  Act,  1950,  dealers  may  sell  raw  milk  or 
any  of  the  designated  milks. 

The  designations  now  in  force  are: — 

TUBERCULIN  TESTED  PASTEURISED  STERILISED. 

The  designation  ACCREDITED  was  discontinued  after  1st 
October,  1954. 

The  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  are  respon- 
sible for  the  control  of  milk  production  and  the  supervision  of 
milk  pasteurising  plants  is  exercised  by  the  Lindsey  County 
Council. 

The  Council  remains  responsible  for  the  issue  of  Dealers' 
and  Supplementary  licences  and  the  conditions  under  whUdi 
milk  is  retailed  tn  the  public,  including  the  registration  of  dairy 
premises  and  distributors. 

With  a view  to  assisting  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture, 
Fisheries  and  Food  to  eradicate  Tuberculosis  from  cattle,  the 
Council  agreed  to  co-operate  with  the  County  Council  in  the 
taking  of  samples  for  biological  examination.' 

By  the  end  of  the  year  3 samples  had  been  taken,  all  of 
which  were  reported  upon  as  negative.

The  Ministry  of  Food  ceased  to  be  responsible  for  the 
slaughter  of  animals  on  29th  June  and  private  slaughtering 
recommenced  on  2nd  July. 


Only  two  slaughterhouses  were  considered  as  being  suitable 
for  licensing  after  the  carrying  out  of  certain  structural  alter- 
ations and  the  provision  of  suitable  washing  facilities. 

Both  your  Inspectors  were  appointed  as  Certifying  Officers 
under  the  Fatstock  Guarantee  Scheme  of  the  Ministry  of’  Food 
for  the  deadweight  certification  of  pigs.

OFFENSIVE  TRADES. 

The  number  on  the  register  is  four  and  twenty-three  visits 
were  paid  to  these  premises  to  ensure  compliance  with  the  Bye- 
laws. Eight  contraventions  were  noted  and  dealt  with  during 
the  year.  Complaints  of  nuisance  from  the  Hide  and  Skin  Store 
again  received  attention  but,  until  the  County  Development  Plan 
for  the  town  is  implemented,  no  permanent  solution  can  be 
achieved. 
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REFUSE  COLLECTION. 

The  town  is  divided  into  three  districts,  each  served  by  one 
vehicle. 

A fourth  vehicle  is  employed  to  supplement  this  service  when, 
for  various  reasons,  delays  are  experienced. 

This  vdhicie  is  also  used  for  collections  from  business 
premises,  hospitals,  institutions,  etc.,  and  so  concentrates  the 
work  of  district  vehicles  on  to  house  refuse. 

54  dustbins  were  provided  and  10  dustbins  were  renewed  by 
the  Council  under  Section  75(3)  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936. 


REFUSE  DISPOSAL. 

The  amount  of  domestic  refuse  dealt  with  at  the  tip  was 
estimated  to  be  7,851  tons  for  the  year  ending  31st  March,  1955. 

The  method  in  use  is  that  of  controlled  tipping.  Soil  is  dug 
out  by  an  M.R.  Bristol  angledozer,  deposited  on  top  of  the  refuse 
and  finally  levelled  off. 

During  the  year,  tipping  operations  at  Knaith  Park  were 
completed  and  further  sites  obtained  at  Humble  Carr  Lane, 
Beckingham  and  Laughton. 


SALVAGE 

225  tons  li  cwts.  of  waste  paper  were  collected  by  the 
Department,  which  together  with  other  items,  realised  a gross 
value  of  £1,486  5s.  7d. 

With  the  removal  of  restrictions  in  deliveries  to  the  mills 
and  a guaranteed  minimum  price  for  waste  paper,  the  Council’s 
revenue  from  this  source  showed  a marked  increase  over  the 
previous  year.  It  was  disappointing  to  note  however,  that  far 
too  much  paper  was  deposited  in  dustbins  and  apart  from  the 
difficulties  it  created  at  the  tip,  the  Council’s  income  was 
correspondingly  reduced. 
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Rate  Represented  for  Collection  and  Disposal  28.443d. 
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INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

Eight  cases  of  infectious  disease  were  referred  to  me  by 
your  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  disinfection. 

Detailed  investigation  was  also  carried  out  after  a case  of 
food  poisoning. 


NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACT,  1948. 

Under  Section  50  of  the  above  Act,  it  is  the  duty  of  the  Coun- 
cil to  cause  to  be  buried  or  cremated  the  body  of  any  person  who 
has  died  or  been  found  dead  in  the  area  where  no  suitable 
arrangements  for  disposal  have  been  made.  This  function  was 
delegated  to  your  Sanitary  Inspector  and  one  case  was  dealt 
with  during  the  year. 


MORTUARY  ACCOMMODATION. 

The  Council  provide  and  maintain  a mortuary  under  Section 
198  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936.  A Council  employee  attends 
twice  weekly  and  as  occasion  requires,  to  cleanse  and  service 
equipment  after  use. 


COMMON  LODGING  HOUSES. 

There  is  one  common  lodging  house  registered  by  the  Coun- 
cil under  Section  237  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936. 

Visits  were  paid  periodically  to  these  premises  with  a view  to 
securing  compliance  with  the  Council’s  byelaws. 

No  contraventions  were  noted  and  the  premises  were  main- 
tained in  a clean  condition. 


MOVEABLE  DWELLINGS 

There  are  seven  moveable  dwellings  licensed  by  the  Council 
under  Section  269  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936.

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WATER  SUPPLY. 

(i)  Water  is  obtained  from  two  boreholes  at  the  Council’s 
Watervv^orks  and  is  stored  in  two  open  reservoirs  with  an 
estimated  total  capacity  of  tihree  days  normal  demand.  Two 
water  towers  with  a total  capacity  of  36,500  gallons  are  also 
provided  for  gravity  feeding  to  the  higher  levels  of  the  town. 

(ii)  BACTERIOLOGICAL  EXAMINATIONS. 

During  the  year,  192  samples  of  water  were  submitted 
for  bacteriological  examination  both  before  and  after  chlor- 
ination. Results  are  reported  upon  in  accordance  with  the 
M nistry  of  Health’s  suggested  classification.

CHEMICAL  ANALYSIS. 

Two  samples  of  water  were  taken  during  the  year  and 
both  reported  upon  as  “ Satisfactory.” 

(iii)  As  the  water  has  an  average  total  hardness  of  325  parts 
per  millicn  and  an  average  pH  value  of  7.6  the  possibility  of 
the  water  having  a plumbo-solvent  action  is  extremely  remote. 

(iv)  The  water  is  chlorinated  at  the  waterworks  by  means  of 
an  automatic  chlorinating  and  recording  apparatus.

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Early  in  July,  1954,  it  was  found  that  the  output  of  No.  3 pump 
was  diminishing  from  the  normal  quantity  and  withdrawal  was 
started  on  the  14th  July. 

It  was  necessary  to  shut  off  supplies  for  the  night  (11  p.m.  to 
6 a.m.)  of  12th — 13th  July,  which  was  extended  on  the  following 
night  from  7 p.m.  to  7 a.m.,  and  on  following  days  supplies  were 
only  given  for  6^  hours  per  day. 

The  faulty  parts  in  the  pump,  which  had  two  cracks  in  the 
rising  main  and  a cracked  top  stage  casing,  were  replaced  and 
normal  supplies  were  resumed  on  29th  July. 

The  position  would  have  been  much  worse  but  for  the  supplies 
made  available  by  the  Gainsborough  Rural  District  Council  and 
the  City  of  Lincoln. 


DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE. 

1,370  yards  of  sewers  were  laid  on  the  White’s  Wood  Lane 
housing  estate  during  the  year.
